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City Council commends Fire and Police Departments

“We don’t want Sierra Madre to become another 
Oakland,’’ stated Fire Chief Ed Tracy during the City 
Council’s public hearing for the first reading of Or¬ 
dinance No. 1091 to adopt the Uniform Fire Code and 
amending related sections of the Municipal Code. The 
chief gave special emphasis on fire-retardant roofs 
and hazardous brush clearance. Every three years the 
code comes up for study. 

Tracy also reported on Sierra Madre’s participa¬ 
tion during the recent crisis in Los Angeles. On Apr. 
29, 9:50 p.m.. Sierra Madre received a request for a 
strike team. Capt. Steve Bickel went as a strike team 
leader to aid the El Monte Fire Department. A four 
man engine company was also on alert in West San 


Gabriel Valley which included Sierra Madreans Tony 
Lerner, Steve Smith, Jeff Comancho and Robert 
Santoff. 

Sierra Madre’s participation was as a member 
of the mutual aid system which exists throughout Los 
Angeles County and California. Over 90 additional 
fire departments were involved in the crisis. However, 
at no time, emphasized Tracy, was the city compro¬ 
mised. 

Companies were standing by in Sierra Madre as 
well as the two emergency vehicles. Police Chief Bill 
Betts coordinated the effort. 

Mayor Gary Adams commended Tracy and Betts 
and members of both the Volunteer Fire Department 


and the Police Department. During Community Com¬ 
munications, Joylouise Smith added her praise to the 
two departments for their activities at this time of crisis. 
Ordinance No. 1091 was passed for title only and 
will be on the May 26 council meeting agenda. 

The council approved the purchase of a replace¬ 
ment of a radar unit which was purchased in 1981. 
An updated unit was needed. The unit will be mounted 
in Patrol Car Unit 93 and the estimated cost is 
$1997.21. This radar unit is in the 1991-92 budget in 
the amount of $2000. Concern was expressed about 
potential health hazards to police in the car from the 
radar unit, but no convincing evidence exists regard¬ 
ing cancer or other related hazards. 

Further study of the 1992-93 budget will take place 


at future council meetings on May 26 and June 9. It 
was voted to be adopted on June 23. Council mem¬ 
bers will also have a special budget session meeting 
on May 18 at 6:30 p.m. 

Karl Teigler, director of Sierra Madre’s Vintage 
Volunteers reported on the Older American Recog¬ 
nition Day held in Carson’s Community Center on 
May 6. Alden and Doris Webster were Sierra Madre’s 
honorees. Thirty-three people from Sierra Madre at¬ 
tended which was the second largest group represent¬ 
ing a city. The group included Mayor Adams. Sierra 
Madre’s John Hahn substituted for his brother. Super¬ 
visor Kenneth Hahn, in making presentations for the 
second district. In all, 1000 people attended the event, 
said Teigler.

As the Sierra Madre Art Fair celebrates its 30th 
anniversary it would also like to celebrate and honor 
the spirit and person of Arthur Benedict, known to 
so many as “Benny.” Benny died just this past Jan¬ 
uary. This year’s fair commemorates his life and 
years of dedication to the presentation of the Sierra 
Madre Art Fair. 

The Ginko tree in the northeast section of the 
park was planted and dedicated recently to Benny. 
A photo of city workers planting the tree is shown, also. 

At its conception, Benny, together with a com¬ 
mitted few striving always to enrich the community 
support, participation and sorely-needed financial 
assistance for the public library, saw the Art Fair as a 
very logical extension of the library - fresh, original 
fine art available to all - to look at or buy. 

Benny’s first criterion was quality and originality, 
always associating the artist with his work. He would 
be on the lookout for new artists alt year, visiting many 
other art fairs and exhibits. 

In his search Benny distinguished between fine 
art and crafts, a goal that was difficult to maintain. 
Benny’s own*favorite was contemporary art but he 
always considered and included in the fair traditional 
art, sculpture and pottery. He saw that the Exhibits 
Committee was the best means of bringing it all to¬ 
gether - five persons searching for new artists and in¬ 
dependently jurying all applicants each year, striving 
to keep the fair fresh, fun and of highest quality. It 
was an honor for Benny to help, through the Exhibits 
Committee, in the selection of artwork for the library’s 
own collection. 

One of Benny’s most endearing qualities was the 
very personal interest he took in the artists, concern¬ 
ing himself with their problems of location, volume 
of sales, etc., as well as establishing a special friend¬ 
ship and most faithful encouragement to each artist. 
One artist remembers how Benny once brought her a 
piece of fake fur he had accumulated around the house

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State taxes hit 
record high 

Despite the fact that tax increases 
are not popular with the American public, 
state legislatures handed out plenty of 
them recently, making Fiscal year 1991 
the biggest year in history for revenue 
raising by the states, according to a recent 
study by the Tax Foundation. “And 
with no robust recovery in sight,” the 
study stated, “it is a trend which will 
cause an increasing amount of pain to 
state taxpayers.” 

Thirty states have enacted tax in¬ 
creases designed to raise a total of $17 
billion in new revenue during fiscal year 
1992, reported the Washington, D.C.- 
based research organization. Gasoline 
and tobacco were the most popular tar¬ 
gets, with 23 states raising the amount 
paid at gas pumps, and 14 states increas¬ 
ing cigarette excise taxes. The bulk of 
the new revenue, however, will be raised 
from higher sales taxes in six states and 
higher income taxes in eight states. 

According to the Tax Foundation 
study, these tax increases are the latest 
in a trend of higher taxes and higher 
spending at the state level that began 
during the 1980s. State taxes grew an 
average of 8.6 percent throughout the 
last decade, outpacing inflation by three 
percentage points.

'' ■ The City Council of Sierra Madre derives 

the following power and responsibilities: 

1. Operate and manage the Water Depart¬ 
ment. 

2. Take care of the city’s health, recreation 
and cultural needs. 

3. Protect the life and property of its citizens. 

4. Maintain and clean streets. 

5. Provide for the city’s future planning. 

6. Provide facilities for city sewage, garbage 
and rubbish disposal. 

7. Raise operating money through taxes, 
license fees and so forth. 

8. Make and authorize a budget. 

9. Hire a city administrator, and, if neces¬ 
sary, an assistant administrator, and city at¬ 
torney. 

10. Appoint the Chief of Police, library 
board. Parks and Recreation Commission, Plan¬ 
ning Commission and any other boards needed 
throughout the years. 

11. Recruit and hire city employees. 

12. Approve the Fire Chief as voted by the 
membership of the Volunteer Fire Department. 

13. Let contracts for purchase of land, goods 
and construction on public land. 

14. Pass ordinances. 

15. Maintain a jail. 

16. Maintain a city hall. 


17. Maintain housing for the Police De¬ 
partment. O' 1 } 

18. Maintain housing for the Fire Depart-1 

ment. ' ’ 

19. Keep adequate records. •< 

20. Manage and imi^ement proviaons of CRA 
(Community Redevelopment Agency). 

As stated before, the city clerk and the city 
treasurer are elected for a term of four years. 
They must be local residents and registered voters. 
Neither of these positions are full-time, and many 
of their duties are delegated to deputies working 
in city hall. 

The duties of the city clerk is to supervise 
voting and registration and preparation of the 
annual expenditures and receipts of the city, 
available to all at city hall; a similar report is 
sent to the State Controller. The salary for the 
city clerk was $60 per month, but was raised to 
a much higher figure in the 1970s. The position 
was bonded for $5000. 

The city treasurer signs all checks and sub¬ 
mits a monthly financial statement to the City 
Council. He checks the interest market and in¬ 
vests surplus city funds. His salary was $50 per 
month and was also raised in the ’70s. He is 
bonded for $75,000. 

The City Council, elected by the people, 
served without salary until the ’70s when it was 
raised to $1800 a year. 


Out and About

Could you sense it? Thursday, April 30th, 
about 4 p.m., our town had a veritable throb of 
panic running through it. The banks had closed 
early, you couldn’t get money out of some ATM 
machines and our markets had the look and feel 
of war rationing about to be imposed. They were 
running out of bread, milk and eggs. There was 
no rioting or looting in Sierra Madre, and only 
a few sporadic incidents in Old Town Pasadena, 
yet our usually sedate public in town had the look 
of the harried. People were less friendly and they 
drove with a mission...to get home behind safe 
doors. 

This is close to a theme I’ve touched on be¬ 
fore. Just how close are we to bedlam? In a 
word, close...two words, very close. We make a 
fatal mistake by assuming that we are insulated 
from such madness. In fact, we are particularly 
vulnerable because of our uniqueness. Don’t 
imagine for a moment that people outside of our 
city aren’t aware of how safe a harbor it is. In 
knowing that, they also could easily seek to make 
a statement out of our situation. 

Beyond the horror of recent events, there is 
a lesson for us. The palpable aura of fear that 


I witnessed on the streets of Sierra Madre on 
the second day of the riots indicate to me just 
how vulnerable we are as a small, somewhat 
isolated, community. If events that are distanced 
from us can generate this kind of near panic, 
can you imagine the scene in town if we suffered 
a generalized disaster over much of the San Ga¬ 
briel Valley? We got a hint with our earthquake, 
but it was area specific, and we were back on 
track quickly. A disaster of greater magnitude? 
Well, I think we would have signiricant problems. 
We have a tendency to become comfortable and 
to forget quickly. This is a human trait. There¬ 
fore, the responsibility for preparation and re¬ 
sponse lies with city government. ' 

Our disaster plan, if we have one, must be 
looked at, evaluated and updated. In light of 
our smallness, we must realize that we would 
not be high on anyone’s list for response. For 
some time after a signiricant disaster, we would 
have to fend for ourselves. If we do not have 
plans for immediate availability of water, food, 
shelter and medical help, we are courting the 
disaster that we know all too well will eventually 
visit us.

The San Gabriel Valley Humane Society 
(SGVHS) provides Animal Control services un¬ 
der contract to eight Valley cities. It is the only 
animal care facility in the Valley (and perhaps 
in California) which provides the following free 
public services in addition to animal control: 

1. Free animal spaying and neutering prior 
to adoption. 

2. Free pet therapy programs for all hospitals 
and nursing homes which request these ser¬ 
vices. 

3. Free humane education programs for the 
students of all schools which request these 
services. 

It should be noted also that the SGVHS 
provides the above services to hospitals, nursing 
homes and schools in any city in the Valley even 
if it has no contract with that particular city.

Child safety seat checkup day May 17 


Child safety seat checkup day is scheduled 
fw Sunday, May 17, from 1 to 4 p.m. at the Sierra 
Madre Recreation Center parking lot, 611 E. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Sierra Madre Police Department, along with 
SafetyBeltSafe U.S.A., a nonprofit organization 
which provides training and technical informa¬ 
tion on safety seats and belts, will be on hand 
to check all seats. 

The National Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration studies reveal that one in every four 
safety seats is seriously misused and 80 to 90 per¬ 
cent of child safety seats are misused to some 
extent. Sierra Madreans are urged to be there to 
see how they can reduce the number of serious 
injuries to their children caused by either lack 
of use or misuse of child safety seats. 

According to the Police Department, “While 
motor vehicle crashes are the number one killer 
and disabler of children, research shows that 


child passenger protection devices are over 70 
percent effective in reducing the need for hospital¬ 
ization and 50 percent effective in preventing 
minor injuries. 

“Every person who drives is responsible for 
protecting the lives of children who ride with 
them. Children in California must ride in a child 
restraint system while traveling in a passenger 
vehicle or light truck until they are both four 
years old and over 40 pounds in weight.” 

Agent Stephen Abernethy is in charge of 
this information. He suggests that all residents 
stop in on Sunday, May 17, 1 to 4 p.m. at the 
Recreation Center. 

“When you arrive, you will be greeted by 
members of the Sierra Madre Police Department, 
other law enforcement agency personnel, and 
SafetyBeltSafe technical staff who are specially 
trained to do safety belt checkups,” Abernethy 
explained. 


Drinking water in several 
recreation areas on the 
Angeles National Forest 
has tested positive for 
Cryptosporidium, an or¬ 
ganism that has a similar 
effect on humans as giar- 
dia. Since Cryptosporidium 
commonly occurs in sur¬ 
face water, all water systems 
with a surface water source 
will be shut down to pro¬ 
tect public health. 

Cryptosporidium is a 
microscopic organism that 


attaches itself to the small 
intestine when ingested. 
The symptoms of the re¬ 
sulting illness are cramps, 
gas, bloating, diarrhea, 
nausea and loss of appetite. 
These symptoms ma) first 
appear a few days to a few 
weeks after drinking the 
contaminated water. The 
disease is not life-threat¬ 
ening for people with 
healthy immune systems. 
It can be a threat to peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. If you

Cryptosporidium has 
been termed the “new 
superbug” due to the dif¬ 
ficulty in removing it from 
a system. It came into 
prominence about 15 years 
ago and research is still 
limited. 

The Forest Service is 
working closely with Coun¬ 
ty and State Health De¬ 
partments to restore safe 
drinking water.

Buckner recalls private nurse services 
days with William S. Hart 

I.!>....

Sierra Madre Vintage 
Volunteers plan monthly 
bus trips to points of in¬ 
terest in the Southland. 

In April, the trip was to 
the William S. Hart Home 
and Park in Ncwhall. They 
made a special point of 
■inviting Margaret Buck¬ 
ner to go along on this 
tour. 

Buckner, a long-time 
Sierra Madrean and ac¬ 
tive community member, 
is a registered nurse. To¬ 
ward the later years of 
Hart’s life when his health 
failed, Buckner did pri¬ 
vate duty in this home to 
care for the famous West¬ 
ern star. The residence 
and park are administrated 
by the Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Department of Los 
Angeles County and the 
Natural History Museum 
and volunteers. The day 
the volunteers visited, the 
staff there eagerly inter¬ 
viewed Buckner to add 
the information to their 
archives. 

The Spanish Colonial 
style mansion, which Hart 
called “Las Loma de los 
Vientos” (Hill of the 
Winds), was designed by 
architect Arthur Kelly and 
completed in 1927 at a cost 
of $100,000. It is located 
on top of a hill and a shut¬ 
tle takes visitors up the 
steep, winding road. 

The beautiful home is 
filled with Hart’s personal 
effects and movie para¬ 
phernalia in Western art 
and Indian artifacts. 
Among his friends were 
Charles Russell, Frederick 
Remington, C.C. Crista- 
don, James Montgomery 
Flagg, as well as such lu¬ 
minaries as Will Rogers, 
Wyatt Earp and Amelia 


photo shows the 6’2’’ 
Hart talking to the 4’10” 
Mary Pick ford in her early 
30s and still wearing curls. 

Hart (1864-1946) was 
born in Newburgh, New 
York, and began his act¬ 
ing career on the stage as 
a highly regarded Shake¬ 
spearian actor. During 
his boyhood his family 
traveled extensively and 
young Bill was raised in a 
pioneer atmosphere. He 
had contact with Indians, 
ranchers, cowboys, learned 
Indian sign language and 
had great respect for In¬ 
dians and their culture. 

His movie career as the 
model of the strong, silent 
man of the west began in 
1914 with one success af¬ 
ter another. His films were 
very moral and he insisted 
on authenticity about In¬ 
dians and the West. They 
surpassed the mediocrity 
of Westerns of the time 
and continue to influence 
the genre today. 

Some of his Westerns 
were shot on and around 
this 265,(X)0-acre ranch 
known as Horseshoe 
Ranch. When he made 
his final film in 1925, 
“Tumbleweeds,” con¬ 
sidered one of his finest, 
he purchased the ranch 
and built the mansion. 
The panoramic view is 
spectacular even if tract 
homes now dot most of 
the surrounding hillsides. 

The property now has 
a large park and picnic 
area, wilderness trails and 
corrals and pens that house 
a number of farm animals 
and even a small herd of 
bison. Farm equipment 
are also displayed. For

As a young, very capa- 
bte nurse, Buckner became 
known among the movie 
set and was often recom¬ 
mended. Through these 
recommendations she had 
the opportunity to care 
for a number of famous 
people. She arrived at 
the Hart home on New 
Year’s Eve when the star 
had pneumonia and cared 
for him several times off 
and on in 1938 when she 
was his nurse. 

He was not always an 
easy patient, was very de¬ 
manding and had a tre¬ 
mendous ego. Every eve¬ 
ning he made a large shak¬ 
er of martinis and plied 
everyone, visitors and 
Buckner alike, with the 
drink. Since Buckner 
didn’t imbibe, she said 
she secretly poisoned many 
a houseplant getting rid 
of the drinks. Coming 
through the living room 
one night in the dark she 
accidently caught her foot 
in the mouth of the large 
bear rug on the floor that 
had been a gift of Will 
Rogers. 

Hart was very paranoid 


that movie moguls Louis 
B. Mayer and Joseph 
Schenck were out to get 
him when he wouldn’t 
join forces with them and 
kept two guns by his bed. 
Incidently, although 
Hart’s rifles are displayed 
in the home, no handguns 
are to be seen. Last year 
vandals broke into the 
mansion and stole every 
handgun. 

Although Hart loved 
the ladies, he had one brief 
marriage that produced a 
son, William S. Hart Jr., 
now 70 and living in Seattle. 
Hart left him a comforta¬ 
ble settlement. However, 
the Western star was hum¬ 
bly grateful to the fans 
who paid their nickels and 
dimes to support his films 
and he left the bulk of his 
estate to the County, stip¬ 
ulating that this house and 
ranch property be used 
as a museum and park. 
No admission was to be 
charged. 

Hart Jr. contested the 
will and tried to prove 
his father incompetant, 
which he was not, says 
Buckner. Famous County 


Sheri 11 Eugene Ui.scailu/ 
was cxeculcr of the will 
and Hart Jr. lost. 

The Sierra Madre Vin¬ 
tage Volunteers is headed 
by hard-working Karl 
Teigler with the support 
of a host of volunteers. 
Teigler and his wife, Ruth, 
carefully check places 
where trips are to be made 
and do dry runs. The trips, 
limited to bus capacity of 
47 people, run very .smooth¬ 
ly. Paid reservations are 
a must by contacting the 
Senior Center, 355-7135, 
ext. 257. Rose Fafach 
handles reservations. Fu¬ 
ture trips are on May 21 
to the Reagan Library and 
on June 18 to San Diego 
Wild Animal Park. 

On this Hart trip the 
group also visited a 19th 
century railroad station 
and museum operated and 
restored by the Santa Clar¬ 
ita Valley Historical Society 
and located on the park 
grounds. The bus then 
traveled north to Gorman 
to view the hills around 
Gorman as the gorgeous 
display of wild flowers 
painted the slopes of that

and produces (Mctures to 
prove her success. Dilem¬ 
ma • will Proctor succumb 
to Benny’s blackmail, or 
toM aside his career by 
following through on his 
accusations? And where 
does an investigative re¬ 
porter named Diana fit 
in? And how does Benny 
handle a violent local 
tough named Rollo? 

The character of Benny, 
as written, is slippery as 
they come, and his vulgar 
conversation is full of good 
ol’ Anglo-Saxon earthi¬ 
ness. 

This in itself is indica¬ 
tive of the changes in The¬ 
ater Americana in the 
past few years. The new 
regime is younger and less 
upset by vulgarity than 
was the case when the 
ladies and gentlemen of 
TA were careful to pro¬ 
duce only “family” en¬ 
tertainment.

in this. There are people 
whose character is only 
revealed by the shock 
value of the language they 
use, and by now we have 
all heard enough in movies 
and even TV to make the 
old crudities more indica¬ 
tions of rudeness, limited 
vocabulary and lack of 
imagination than any¬ 
thing else. Words, which 
originally had meaning, 
become mere grunts of 
approval or disapproval 
when the ear becomes 
jaded with them, and many 
people, unfortunately, 
seem to converse largely 


in such grunts. It is not 
aesthetic, but it is overly 
prim to be upset by it. 

And Benny, as skillfully 
played by James Stroud, 
is anything but aesthetic. 
He is immediately recog¬ 
nizable as the kind of man 
who delights in embarrass¬ 
ing other people until it 
is difficult for them to 
think straight and then 
pouncing, all in the name 
of humor. It’s a difficult 
type to dominate, and 
wimpy Miles (Brad Kahn) 
has gone far beyond try¬ 
ing. 

A weakness in the script 


is the presentation ol the 
govmiincnt man, Proctor, 
as a priggish mama’s boy 
at one minute and as a 
courageous opponent to 
the manipulative Benny 
at another. We see him 
mostly through his enemies’ 
eyes, of course, but it 
makes him difficult to play. 
James Johnson does his 
best to make him believa¬ 
ble and sympathetic. 

Suzanne Gabrielle as 
the amoral vamp, Sada, 
makes a perfect villainess, 
and Julie Shannon man¬ 
ages to get some character 
into the surprisingly ab¬ 
breviated role of the re¬ 
porter. Surely we need 
to know a little more about 
her (as we need to know 
considerably less about 
Benny’s mechanisms - 
there’s too much repeti¬ 
tive talk in the first act). 

Terry Miller gives a lot 
of detail to the role of 
Cash, and Pete Edwards 


provides more bluster than 
menace as Kollo. Only 
Stroud’s convincing fright 
makes him frightening. 

Director Steve Wilber 
is al.so responsible for a 
simple but most effective 
set, and his direction has 
only one flaw. The end¬ 
ing is so abrupt that the 
audience isn’t sure the 
play is over. It’s a clever 
ending, but it needs some 
kind of emphasis to give 
it a satisfying finality. 

All in all, it’s an enter¬ 
taining and adult play that 
could use, and will un¬ 
doubtedly get, some ad¬ 
justments here and there. 
The cast is a particularly 
good one and fleshes out 
Scheer’s characters well.

The following is one 
of a series of excerpts taken 
from “The Promise of 
World Peace, ” a state¬ 
ment made by the Univer¬ 
sal House of Justice, in¬ 
ternational governing body 
of the Baha’i Faith, to the 
peoples of the world. 

A fundamental lack of 
communication between 
peoples seriously under¬ 
mines efforts towards 
world peace. Adopting 
an international auxiliary 
language would go far to 
resolving this problem 
and necessitates the most 
urgent attention. 

Two points bear em¬ 
phasizing in all these issues. 
One is that the abolition 
of war is not simply a mat¬ 


ter of signing treaties and 
protocols; it is a complex 
task requiring a new level 
of commitment to resolv¬ 
ing issues not customarily 
associated with the pur¬ 
suit of peace. Based on 
political agreements alone, 
the idea of collective secur¬ 
ity is a chimera. The other 
point is that the primary 
challenge in dealing with 
issues of peace is to raise 
the context to the level of 
principle, as distinct from 
pure pragmatism. For, 
in essence, peace stems 
from an inner state sup¬ 
ported by a spiritual or 
moral attitude, and it is 
chiefly in evoking this at¬ 
titude that the possibility 
of enduring solutions can 
be found.
